|3rawn  a  great  Circle  upon  its  Surface,  this  Circle,  by  the 
[Rotation  of  (he  Earth,  will  be  turned  round  the  Earth's 
(Axis;  and  when  the  Plane  of  this  Circle  produced,  p«flfes 
:  Ithrough  the  Body  of  the  San,  all  the  Inhabitants  which  live 
f  tnder  this  Circle  will  then  obferve  the  Sun  to  come  into 
f  their  Meridian,  and  they  will  have  Mid-day  j  from  whence 
f  this  Circle  has  the  Name  of  a  Meridian,  from  the  Latin 
*  Word  Meridies,  which  fignifies  Midday.     Now  if  we 
f  imagine  another  Meridian  placed  more  Weflardly,  which 
I  with  the  former,  makes  an  Angle  of  if  Degrees,  the  Plane 
1  of  this  Meridian  will  pafs  through  the  Sun  one  Hour  later 
than  the  former  did  ;  and  therefore  when  the  Inhabitants 
und*r  this  Meridian  reckon  Mid-day,  the  Inhabitanrs  un- 
der the  firft  will  reckon  an  Hour  after  Mid-day.    If  there

taken  from  Dr.  Gregory. 


Kepler  was  the  firft  (that  I  know  of)  who  drfcovered 
the  true  Caul'e  of  the  Tide,  and  he  explains  it  largely 
Introduction  to  rhePhyficks  of  the  Heaven?,  given  in 
flmmentaries  on  the  Mouon  of  the  Planet  Mars,  where 
he  has  (hewn  the  Gravity  or  Gravitation  of  all  Podies 
rds  one  another,  he  rhus  writes  :  The  Orb  cf  the  at- 
ng  Power,  wheh  is  in  the  Moon,  is  extended  as  far  as 
arth,  and  draws  the  Waters  under  the  torrid  Zone,  ael- 
pon  Places  where  it  is  vertical,  iofonfibly  on  included 
or  Bays,  but  feafibly  on  the  Ocean,  who fe  Beds  are 
,  and  the  Waters  have  the  Liberty  of  Reciprocal  ion,  that 
Rifing  and  Falling.  And  in  the  70th  Page  cf  his  L^nar 
onorny  :  But  the  Caufc  of  the  Tides  of  the  Sea,  appear 
e  the  Bodies  of  the  Sun  and  Mopn  drawing  the  Waters 
he  Sea.    Afterwards  that  incomparable  Phuiofopher,  Sir 
I  Newton,  improved  the  Hint,  and  wrote  fo  amply  upon 
Subject,  as  to  make  the  Theory  of  the  Tides  his  own,  by 
ing  th?t  the  Waters  of  the  Sea  rife  undsr  the  Moon,  and 
rlace  oppofite  to  it:   For  Kepler  believed,  that  the  Im- 
js,  occafioned  by  the  Prefence  of  the  Moon,  does  by  the 
jnce  of  the  Moon  occafion  another  Impetus  *  till  the 
>o  returning,  flops,  and  moderates  the  Force  of  that  Im- 
s,  and  carries  it  round  with  its  Motion.    Therefore  this 
roidical  Figure,  which  ftands  out  above  the  Sphere  (like 
:  Mountains,  the  one  under  the  Moon,  and  the  other  in? 
Place  oppofite  to  it)  together  with  the  Mcon  (which  h 
ws)  being  carried  round  by  the  diurnal  Motion,  (or  ra» 
,  according  to  the  Truth  of  the  Matter,  as  the  Eartf* 
s-towards  the  Eaft,  it  leaves  thofe  Eminences  of  Water, 
ch  being  carried  by  their  own  Motion,  (lowly  towards 
Eafr,  are,  ss  it  were,  at  reft)  in  if S  Journey  makes  ths 
:er  fwell  twice,  and  link  twice,  in  the  Space  of  tf  Hours,, 
hich  Time  the  Moon,  being  gone  from  the  Meridian  of 
Place,  returns  to  it  again.    But  becaufe  the  terreftrial 
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"Fluid  rifes  alfo  in  the  Places  where  the  Sun  is  in  the  Zenith  oj 
Nadir,  though  lefs  than  wh?n  the  Moon  is  in  thofe  Places  F 
in  the  Conjunction  and  Oppofition  of  the  Luminaries,  th^£ 
■■laid  Eminences  of  Water  will  alfo  be  joined,  and  the  greate  p 
Elevation  will  happen,  when  both  the  Luminaries  are  (at  thp1 
Conjunction)  in  or  near  the  Zenith,  or  (at  the  Oppofniot  \l 
the  one  in  the  Zenith;  and  the  other  in  the  Nadir ;  alfo  th^ 
greareft  DeprelYion  will  happen  v/hen  tKe  Luminaries aili 
both  in  the  Horizon,  becaufe  the  Water  is  then  raifed  by  bo' 
the  Forces,  and  now  deprefled  by  them.    In  the  Qjadratur 
of  the  Luminaries  the  Sun  raifes  the  Water  where  the  Mot  f 
depress  it  j  and  from  the  Differences  of  the  Forces  arifjA 
the  leaft  Eleranon  of  the  Water,  and  alfo  the  lead  Deprefie  oi 
Between  the  Syzygies  and  Quadratures  of  the  Lurninark  jc 
the  Effects  appsar  to  be  intermediate,  as  the  Caufes  requi  t 
they  mould.         *  ^: 

If  the  Moon  be  in  the  ^Equinoctial  Circle,  the  rwooj 
pofite  Eminences  of  Water  will  be  in  the  terreftrial  iEquaT<  j 
and  each  of  ijiem  defcribing  wir^h  its  Motion  that  Circle  j 
the  Sarrh,  will  be  more  agitated,  and  therefore  will  be  raiij 
up  higher  againft  the  Shore,  when  it  reaches  it 5  belidcs, tl j 
fmce  the  Earth's  Diameter  is  greater  than  any  other  ri\ 
Line,  dr^wn  through  the  Centre  of  the  Earth,  and  termi 
on  either  Side  by  us  Surface,  the  Water  will,  by  the*F 
of  the  Luminaries,  be  raifed  (ceteris  paribus)  to  a  gr 
Heighth  in  that  Circle,  than  any  wh?re  elfe.  And  thi 
¥bre,  when  the  two  Luminaries  are  in  Conjunction  or  Opj 
SfltiOn  in  the  /Equator,  they  -join  their  Forces  to  raife  i 
Water  in  the  terreftrial  ./Equator,  which  happens  in  j 
Syzygies  near  the  ^Equinox,  that  is,  fuch  as  happen  on 
Wonrhs  of  March  and  September  ;  the  Tides,  then  prod 
"will  be  the  greateft  and  the  tnoft  agitated,  and  the 
which  in  the  faid  Months  happen  in  the  Quadratures,  w 
the  lea  ft  of  all,  and  the  lead  agitated  ;  as  being  the  EfFe" 
the  Difference  of  the  Forces  of  the  Moon  in  its  greateft 
'  cHnatioh  from  the  JZEquatorj  (namely,  when  the  Moon 
•  Quadrature  to  the  Sun  in  the  -/Equator,  and  therefoi 
the  folllitial  Points  of  the  Zodiac)  and  therefore  pro< 
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he  leaft,  and  leaft  agitated  Tide,  and  fo,  being  the  Occafior* 
lhat  the  Sun,  which  has  no  Declination,  produces  its  greater! 
Jnd  mbft  agitared  Tides;  the  contrary  of  w^ch  happens  a- 
lout  the  Solftices,  when  rhe  lesft  Tte^s  happen  whiift  the 
Luminaries  are  in  the  Syz,ygies,  (I  mean  the  1  «ft  of  rhofe 
nat  do  happen  in  the  Syzygtts)  and  the  greateft  (taken  in. 
•he  fame  Senfe)  in  the  Quadratures. 

I!  Again,  the  Tides  (ceteris  paribus )  are  prearefl  when  the 
Luminaries  are  in  r heir  Pen^a-uni,  ard  leaft  when  ir.  rheir 
ppogseum;  and  as  that  happens  to  the  Moon  3t  the  Time 
pf every  Lunation,  but  to  the  Sun  only  in  Wither;  this, 
iOined  with  the  former  Chuffs,  occafions  the  geared:  Tides 
;o  happen  in  the  Syzygies,  ard  the  leaft  in  the  n^xr  Qua- 
dratures before  the  Vernal,  and  after  the  Autumnal  ^Equinox.
